Republicans gathered in the old Bos- 
ton arena Hoover took direct issue with 
Gov. Smith on the questions of the 
tariff and prosperity. He did not men- 
tion Smith’s name, however, and he 
doesn’t intend to mention it in the 
future. 

In his Louisville speech the Demo- 
cratic nominee declared that the tariff 
was no longer a political question, and 
therefore should be handled by a non- 
partisan tariff commission. At the 
same time he contended that the war, 
and not the Republican party, was re- 
sponsible for the present prosperity. 

In vigorous fashion the Republican 
nominee tonight declared that the 
American people would never delegate 
authority over the tariff to any com- 
mission, be it bipartisan or nonparti- 
san. 

“There is only one commission to 
which delegation of that authority can 
be made,”. Hoover said, “that is, the 
great commission of their own choos- 
ing the Congress of the United States 
and the President.”

That Repaired Ship in Air 


Graf Zeppelin Commander Describes How Four Men, One 
His Son, Hung Precariously to Slender Struts; 
Food Plentiful, Rosendahl Says. 


Lakehurst, N. J., Oct. 15 (A.P.).—Ad- 
mitting he was “somewhat tired,” be- 
cause he had only about “eight hours’ 
sleep the whole time,” Dr. Hugo Ecke- 
ner, skipper of the Graf Zeppelin, to- 
night told of his “little misfortune” 
which caused a delay of more than a 
score of hours in the schedule of his 
craft. 

Dr. Eckener smiled a broad, paternal 
smile at 50 reporters who surrounded 
the two chairs he used as a speaking 
platform while he apologized “for the 
many misunderstandings” he under- 
stood had caused criticism in America. 

His story, told with some difficulty 
and interrupted by frequent promptings 
by his first officer, was of the buffeting 
his ship had received between the 
Strait of Gibraltar and Bermuda. He 
would consent to the interview only 
after the Graf Zeppelin was safely 
moored to its mast. 

He told how four men, including his 
youngest son, worked with nothing but 
the Atlantic under them in various 
squalls to repair the damage done by 


the winds to the port fin of the air- 
ship. The son's name, Knute, a helms- 


have been mentioned but for the pres- 
ence of Dr. Albert O. Grzesinski, Prus- 
sian minister of the interior, who was a 
passenger aboard the ship. He urged 
the father to “tell the whole story,” 
and the name and position of the son 
was pried from Dr, Eckener by report- 
ers.

Lakehurst, N. J., Oct. 15 (U.P.).—Just as dusk of a gray October 
| evening fell over the ‘Atlantic seaboard a great silver dirigible slipped 
| down to earth here at 5:40 p. m. today and a new milestone in the 
‘amazing history of aviation had been passed. 

| The Graf Zeppelin, largest airship ever built, had succeeded in cross- 
| ing the Atlantic Ocean, with a crew of 40 men and 20 passengers, and 


had come safely to earth after the first transatlantic flight ever attempted 
for commercial purposes. 

It had been in the air 4 days 15 hours and 40 minutes; it had traveled 
approximately 5,600 miles; it had broken all existing records for endur- 
ance and distance flights. : 

Its commander and designer, Dr. Hugo Eckener, had hoped, of course, 
to make the voyage in approximately 80 hours and thus prove the 
'dirigible a practical means of speedy transportation between Europe 
the United States. In this hope he was to be disappointed, fer it 
ltook the Graf Zeppelin almost as great a time to cross the Atlantic 
'as is required for the fastest ocean liners.

Makes Perfect Landing at Lakehurst. 


But the Graf Zeppelin flight was none the less important to aviation, 
aud if there was any despondency in connection with the flight it was 
| not at all in evidence as the ship came to earth here this evening. 

It was at 5 p. m. that the first glimpse of the big airship was caught 
|'from the roof of the Lakehurst hangar. It was not generally visible to 
the crowd on the field until 10 or 15 minutes later. 

It swung around from broadside position, pointed its nose directly at 
the center of the landing field, tacked a bit with the light wind which 
was blowing, then dipped, ever so gracefully and came slowly down, to 
within reach of the ground crew. 

At 5:38 the landing lines were *thrown overboard from the Graf 
Zeppelin’s cabin and within two minutes the efficient ground crew had 
seized the lines and brought the silver bag safely to the ground. 

The landing was perfect. The motors raced in a heavy roar as the 
vessel came down to the field. The roar seemed to loosen the enthusi- 
asm of the large crowd which had been waiting to witness the spectacle, 
and they joined in a shout that competed with the motors. 


Crowds Break Police Lines to Get to Ship. 


Police arrangements at the field proved inadequate, as a 
sightseers swept up to get a closer view of the ship. 
police lines and surged close to the Graf Zeppelin. 

The welcoming committee sent down by Mayor James J. Walker of 
New York City, headed by Grover Whalen, had to battle its way through 
the crowd to reach the side of the Zeppelin. 

Rear Admiral Moffatt and a party of American and German officers, 
with Capt. Edward S. Jackson, commandant of Lakehurst Naval Station, 
escaped the mob scene only because they were well escorted and not

An enormous shadow was cast across the tast darkening field as the 
huge dirigible settled to the ground.

“The trip was splendid,’ Commander Eckener told the United Press 
directly upon landing. ‘‘Nobody was air-sick. It is impossible for me 
to describe my emotions at seeing the old ZR-3 (Los Angeles), which 
I brought to this country four years ago.”’ 


Customs Men Board Ship for Routine. 


lt was not the first time that Dr. Eckener had thrilled with pride as 
he stepped from the cabin of a transatlantic dirigible, for it was just 
four years ago today—October 15, 1924—-that he landed the ZR-3, now 
known as the Los Angeles, on American soil after a flight from Germany. 
It was delivered to the United States Navy as part of German wal 
reparations. | 

Then came the customs men, assigned to inspect the luggage ané 
cargo of the Zeppelin, just as the luggage and cargo of an ocean liner 
is inspected when it comes from a foreign country. 

The ship carried gloves, silks and other merchandise—a commercia) 
venture. When it left Friedrichshafen, Germany, it had a considerable 
cargo of beer, schnapps, wurst and other things dear to German hearts. 
How much of this cargo was left. upon arrival was not immediately 
revealed, but the ship had planned to seal any remaining liquor cargo, 
just as a vessel of the seas seals its wine and spirits when it touches 
an American port. 

Eckener Signs Customs Papers for Officials. 


Eckener’s first task upon landing was to sign various documents for 
the customs, quarantine and immigration officers. His English is 
feeble. 

He scratched his head in puzzled fashion and asked: 

“Must I sign my first name, too?” he asked customs officials naively. 

He signed the papers, and then. began to criticize the manner in 
which the airship was being towed into the hangar. 

He spoke jn English, advising one American officer that the landing 
had not been handled properly as regarded towing the ship into the 
hangar and fastening pulleys onto the sides at what he claimed were 
wrong places. 

The American officer did not appear to understand him, and a Germas 
friend, Herr von Meister, of the Maybach Motor Works. of Friedrichs- 
hafen, came to his assistance.

The fact that the Zeppelin was able 
to diverge from her course to escape 
storms, in his opinion, gave the dirigi- 
ble a great advantage over airplanes, 
which were not able to fly for any 
great distance out of the way of a 
storm. 

Capt. Breithaupt said: “What the 
Zeppelin has achieved in the face of 
the weather encountered must elicit 
approbation from every expert. 1 have 
piloted many an airship, but I never 
faced such a situation as the Graf Zep- 
pelin seems to have encountered. But 
Dr. Eckener completely mastered the 
situation, else he would not have de- 
clined the aid offered him.” 

“Practical tests alone,” Capt. Von 
Kleist contended, “can furnish evidence 
of the feasibility of air travel, and the 
fact that Count Zeppelin was able to 
reach his goal, despite slight damage to 
the port horizontal fin, and the heavy 
storms, can only serve to increase pub- 
lic confidence in air craft.”

Economic questions have over the 
last 50 years grown to a larger and 
larger proportion of our national issues. 
Today these questions are more domi- 
Dant than ever. 


Upon their sound. solution depends 
Our prosperity. our standards of living, 
and the opportunities for’a fuller life 
to every home. I make no apologies 
therefore for speaking to you tonight 
On economic questions, as they are 
affected by the tariff and our foreign 
trade, including our merchant marine. 

Obviously the policies of our Gov- 
ernment bear the most important rela- 
tionship to the maintenance and ex- 
pansion of foreign trade. and the Gov- 
ernment is the sole origin of the tariff. 

I have been told that traditionally 
these subjects are of less interest to 
the women of cur country than to ‘he 
men. This I do not believe. Not alone 
are women today a large part of the 
army of industry, but they are also the 
treasurers of the household, and the 
security of the family income is to 
them of primary concern. 


New England’s Limitations,

One of the major 
strategies of that hour was to crush 
the enemy by depriving him of for- 
eign trade, and therefore of supplies 
of material and foodstuffs which were 
vital to his existence. 

Trade in its true sense is not coni- 
mercial war; it is vital mutual serv- 
ice. The volume of world trade de- 
pends upon prosperity. tn tact, tt 
grows from prosperity. Every nation 
loses by the poverty of another Every 
mation gains by the prosperity of 
another.

The Government bears other direct 
responsibilities in promoting and safe- 
guarding our foreign trade. It can 
prosper only under sound financia! 
policies of our Government, it can 
prosper only under improving efficiency 
of our industry. In fact, its progress 
marches only with the march of all 
progress, whether it be education or 
decrease in taxes. Foreign trade thrives 
only in peace. But more than that, it 
thrives only with maintained good will 
and mutual interest with other na- 
tions. 

One of these mutual interests lies tn 
the protection of American citizens and 
their property abroad, and the protec- 
tion of foreign citizens in gur borders. 
The world’s trading operations are by 
necessity largely carried on through 
the agency of their own citizens who 
migrate to foreign countries. 

So that in the pursuit of foreign 
trade we have an exchange of citizens 
as well as of goods. 

Furthermore our citizens who go 
abroad to develop foreign countries, 
and our citizens who loan their sav- 
ings to develop foreign countries are 
contributing to the advancement of 
trade. But they do much more.

It 1s 
the simple recognition of the principle 
of comity and mutual interest among 
all nations. 

Confidence in this principle is a neces- 
sity to the advancement of civilization 
itself. Fortunately the occasions where 
it has been necessary to send. afmed 
forces to preserve this principle are 
diminishing. 

Aside from the great war the. Demo- 
cratic administration found it neces- 
sary to take such action on nine occa- 
sions, while during this administration 
only four such incidents have arisen. 
Every American must hope that they 
will not again arise. .

Iree Trade Theory Criticized, 
Their theory is that if by a tariff 
wall against competitive goods we re- 
duce the sales of goods to us from 
foreign countries, we thereby diminish 


the resources of those foreign countries 
with which to buy goods from us and 
thus in turn our sales abroad are de- 
creased. 

It is still further asserted that if we 
by the tariff reduce the shipment of 
goods into ou. markets then we dimin- 
ish the ability of foreign countries to 
pay the principal and interest on the 
debts which they owe us. 

This theory was sound enough in the 
old days of direct ba‘ter of goods be- 
tween nations. The troyble with it is 
that it has lost most of its practical 
application in a modern world and 
especially as applied to the American 
Situation. Economic theories and 
hypotheses just stand the test of fact 
or experience or show application to 
new circumstance. Responsible men 
can not dally with critical policies 
which affect the well-being of peoples 
On the sole basis of a theory. The birth 
of modern science was the realization 


every hypothesis must be placed upon

One primary fault of this economic 
theory is that foreign trade is no longer 
a direct barter between one single na- 
tion and another. 

World trade has become more oi the 
nature of a common pool tito which 
all nations pour goods or credit and 
from which they retake g%0ds and 
credit.

This sum of two billions can be ap-

Still another answer is that the vol- 
ume of imports is in fact determined 
by the degrees of prosperity of nations. 
Our domestic prosperity has been great- 
ly increased by the building up of 
waves and standards ol living, to which 
the protective tariff has greatly con- 
tributed. 

By the very result of the tariff we 
have been able vastly to increase our 
imports of luxuries, raw matertals and 
things we do not produce. With our 
domestic prosperity we require more 
raw materials and by that same pros- 
perity we have the resources with 
which to buy them. 

By our prosperity we have been able 
to go abroad as tourists and also to 
remit to our relatives in Europe. This 
I believe finally extinguishes the al- 
ready depleted importance of this 
theory that our tariff seriously damages 
the buying power of foreign countries 
and thus diminishes our export trade. 

But if any more answers are needed 
to this theory there is that of actual 
practical experience, I have already 
observed that we have increased our 
imports during the last seven and a 
half years under the present tariff act 
by over $1,675,00,000 annually or to an 
amount at least 80 per cent above pre- 
war avcrage after allowing for the 
higher prices,

Ihe exports of five leading 
facturing nations of Europe to the 
United States have increased 75 per 
cent since 1913 whereas the sales of 
these same nations to the rest of the 
world have only increased 72 per cent.

In 
short there is no practical force in the 
contention that e can not have a 
protective tariff and a growing foreign 
trade.

MR. HOOVER AT BOSTON. 

In his Boston speech Herbert Hoover 
Presented in compact form a mass of 
facts that demolish the theories of those 
internationalists who hold that a high 
tariff interferes with foreign trade and 
therefore prevents European countries 
from paying their debts to the 
United States. The foreign trade of the 
United States, both import and export, 
was never as large as it is today. The 
five leading manufacturing nations of 
Europe are selling to the United States 
75 per cent more than they sold to it 
before the war, and the United States is 
Selling abroad 58 per cent more than it 
was selling before the war. 

Immense American imports of tropical 
products, both raw materials and com- 
modities not produced in this country, 
have stimulated the export trade of Great 
Britain and other manufacturing coun- 
tries, which supply tropical countries 
with manufactures. American prosper- 
ity, resulting in increased consumption 
and increased production, 
other countries prosper. ‘Thus the 
nations owing money to the United 
States are able to pay their debts if they 
wish to do so. The $320,000,000 due an- 
nually on the debts is exceeded three 
times over by the value of goods sold by 
the debtor nations to the United States. 
The profits made from American tourists 
in Europe are sufficient to pay the 
annual instalments on the war debts. 

Mr. Hoover’s answer to the allegation 
that the tariff has not prevented a de- 
pression in the textile industry of New 
England is that the depression has pre- 
vailed throughout the world, and is due 
to style changes, production in new areas, 
and changes in the trend of consumption. 
“Any change in the present policy of 
protection,” says Mr. Hoover, ‘“‘would, 
without question, result in a flood of for- 
eign textile products which would mean 
no less than ruin to New England indus- 
try, both manufacturers and workmen.” 
American woolen weavers receive more 
than twice as high wages as the highest 
paid foreign weavers, and cotton weavers 
earn 40 cents an hour in America as 
against 17 cents an hour in Germany and 
7 cents an hour in Italy. 

Mr. Hoover expresses the belief that 
the prospects for the textile industry 
are better than for some time past. Both 
the world situation and the domestic situ- 
ation are improving. “I believe,” he says, 
“that these industries have turned the 
corner.” He sees in the cooperation of 
the leaders of the industry an assurance 
that better times are at hand. “Security 
and steady employment are more assured 
than for a long time past.” An increase 
in the tayiff on textiles is foreshadowed 
by Mr. Hoover, as an added help to the 
industry. Certainly Americans generally 
do not wish to purchase cheap foreign 
textiles at the expense of the hard-- 
pressed domestic industry, which repre- 
sents 26 per cent of New England’s indus- 
trial life. 

If the protective tariff has failed to 
prevent depression in the textile indus- 
try it is because the duties are too low. 
They should be raised, so that, so far as 
the tariff can do so, the industry shall 
be restored to its old-time prosperity. 
{In so far as world conditions affect the 
industry, it may be said that American 
textile workers will be the first to feel 
the benefits when world conditions im- 
prove. 

On the proposition that the tariff 
should be taken out of politics by turning 
rate-making over to a commission, Mr. 
Hoover disagrees entirely with Gov. 
Smith. The Republican candidate holds 
that there is only one commission to 
which authority can be delegated by the 
people for the making of tariffs. “This 
is the great commission of their own 
choosing, the Congress of the United 
States and the President. It is the only

Since the tariff yields $470,000,000 in 
revenue, it is necessarily involved in the 
financial policy of the Government. This 
policy, which includes taxation, expendi- 
tures, and public debt, is essentially a 
political question, to be passed upon by 
the people. The finances of the Govern- 
ment might be totally disarranged if the 
people, by favoring one party’s policy 
over another’s, should‘leave out the ques- 
tion of a tariff policy and delegate it to a 
commission. A Treasury deficit of enor- 
mous proportions could be created, or the 
tariff commission might adopt a tariff 
which would demoralize the country’s 
foreign trade. If anything is political in 
its nature, it is the adoption of a tariff 
policy and the fixing of tariff rates. The 
only way in which the people of the 
United States can hold control of this 
matter is by choosing between the tariff 
policies of the two great parties. 

The Republican party has proved that 
a protective tariff fosters and maintains 
prosperity, and the Democratic party’s 
new leader acknowledges this fact by 
announcing that he favors a protective 
tariff. This abandonment of the old 
Democratic policy of a “‘tariff for revenue 
only” and the Houston platform policy of 
a “competitive tariff’ leaves the Repub- 
lican party master of the field on the

Thegdeath of Jessie Laidlay Weston has 
removed from the field of Arthurian romance 
one of the most scholarly, accomplished and 
indefatigable workers that ever entered it.

The moral that lies behind this simple 
exposition is the necessity for training chil- 
dren in the moral principles—not so much 
the teaching of moral acts as those character 
tendencies which are safeguards against mean- 
ness, lying and cheating, as well as wider lax- 
ities that lead to criminal acts. ‘‘Callous- 
ness and cruelty may be detected in children 
at their first appearance,’ and these are be- 
havioristic attitudes that blossom into a var- 
ied list of juvenile vices and crimes. The re- 
sponsibility for moral delinquency is placed 
not at the door of misguided youth, but at the 
portals of those who fail to shape his charac- 
ter at the formative period. The Chicago spe- 
cialist advocates saving children from later 
criminal careers by combating at its first ap- 
pearance the criminal instinct. Wise and dis- 
cerning education in the gubtle tendencies of 
early inclination is to be preferred to moral 
instruction later on.

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AGGUSED OF GRAFT 


Griffin Released on $25,000 
- Bond After Bribe Col- 
lector Testifies. 


INVESTIGATOR ON STAND 


Philadelphia, Oct. 15 (A.P.).—Sam- 
uel Griffith, who as a member of unit 
No, 1, the police dry raiding squad, 
which was disbanded when Mayor 
Mackey assumed office, was known as 
the “millionaire cop,” was arrested to- 
night by order of District Attorney 
Monaghan as a result of the grand 
jury investigation of bootleggers and 
police corruption. 

‘At a preliminary hearing before Judge 
Edwin O. Lewis, instigator of the in- 


» vestigation, Griffin, now proprietor of 


a hotel, was released in $25,000 bail for 
court on charges of extortion, bribery 
and conspiracy. 

Warrants for five others were issued 
at the same time the warrant for Grif- 
fin was sworn out, but the district at- 
torney said their names would not be 
revealed until they were arraigned. 
Monaghan said an examination of Grif- 
fin’s bank accounts had shown that 
the former raider, after his resignation 
from the police force in May, 1926, had 
deposited in four banks more than 
$356,000. 

Frank R. C. Neubauer, who was clerk 
for former Magistrate George C. Row- 
land and who now is serving a six-year 


, Prison sentence for collecting about 


$88,000 in graft, was the principal wit- 
ness against Griffin. He testified that 
for five or six weeks in November and 
December, 1926, he had acted as “graft 
collector” for what was known as the 
“flying squadron” of unit No. 1, under 
command of Serget: William Boland. 
The witness testified that he nad col-

» Of the Philadelphia Sabbath Association. 


Asked by Assistant District Attorney 
why he took “some of this money,” 
Tabbutt said: 

“The director told me to accept graft 
and get lists and report to him, so he 
could take action.” 

Tabbutt took the money and the lists, 
he asserted, to Dr. Forney and Mr. Win- 
ters, a friend, “but they were returned 
eventually by Elliott. 

“Ellitt sent them back to me and ad- 
vised me to give the money to some 
Charity institution,” he said. 

“Was any action taken by Elliott?” 

“None; absolutely none.” 

“And the graft went on?” 

aes.” 

“What did you do then?” 

“I held the money in a safe deposit 
box for four or five weeks and when 
Elliott took no action I went to the law 
enforcement league and saw Mr. Nich- 
olson and Mr. McBride. (William B. 
Nicholson, jr., secretary of the league, 
and William C. McBride, chairman of 
the executive committee.) 

“I went to see if they could help— 
to see if they could stop the graft and 
help me expose the conditions. Mr. 
Nicholson said he would take it up with 
Elliott, but I never heard from him 
after that time.” 

Tabbutt said he later spent some of 
the graft money he received and was 
asked: 

“How did you come to spend it for 
yourself?” 

“Well,” he replied, “Elliot; took no 
action, the Law Enforcement League 
took no action, I got no action from the 
Philadelphia Sabbath Association, and I 
got disgusted and wenc along with the 
crowd.”

ORONTO, Ont., Oct. 15 (A.P.).— 

Thomas E. Donohue, president, of 

the National Boxing Association, 
endorsed the effects of the Federal law 
taxing admissions of $5 and up, 25 per 
cent, scored fistic champions who do 
not choose to defend their titles, and 
demanded for the association a hand in 
the crowning of the next heavyweight 
champion in his report to delegates 
from 26 States and several foreign 
countries gathereq here today for the 
annual N. B. A. convention. 

After, pointing out the increase in 
power and authority of the association 
during the past year, President Dono- 
hue discussed the status of boxing 
through the country and analyized sit- 
uations in classes where the association 
is at variance with the New York State 
Athletic Association as to division 
champions. 

“Now that large arenas of seating 
capacities as great as those in New 
York and other sections are being 
built, and the tax has caused promot- 
ers to keep the price of tickets within 
reasonable bounds since the addition 
of the 25 per cent makes the same 
tickets fairly prohibitive, boxers and 
their managers are realizing that 
purses of good proportions may be had 
elsewhere than New York. 


“The public is benefited by the 
tax except in the case of 
pionship bouts, where the sur- 
charge is tremendous. The grow- 
ing tendency is to keep the prices 
of tickets below $5 where the tax 
is but 10 per cent.”

President Donohue predicted that 
the next heavyweight champion will 
develop from the unknowns of today 
and will not come to the forefront for 
at least three years. No one tourna- 
ment among a few boxers chosen by 
one promoter will produce the man. 
Promoters should stage as many tour- 
Mmaments as possible, forgetting that 
the public dernands an immediate suc- 
cessor to the retired Gene Tunney. 

Since the heavyweight championship 
is not merely the concern of New York, 
“as was most evident in the Philadel- 
phia and Chicago bouts of 1926 and 
1927,” he asked that the association be 
represented on the committee, headed 
by William Muldoon, of the New York 
State Athletic Commission, which will 
award the Gene Tunney trophy to the 
next heavyweight king. 

Mr. Donohue branded Mickey Walker 
a. “tardy title holder” in the middle- 
weight division, unable now to scale 
160 pounds, and declared Walker’s title 
defense against Ace Hudkins “unsatis- 
factory” because a “headstrong” pro- 
moter refused to name the challenger 
from the National Boxing Association 
list of logical middleweight contenders. 

The committee on titles issued a re- 
vised list of champions and contenders 
at the meeting. The list differed from 
the recommendations, which were an- 
nounced last night, in that the claim 
of Brown to the batamweight title was 
not recognized. The post was left open 
with Brown, Bushey Graham and Fidel 
La Barba named as contenders.

Johnson declared that he would per- 
mit one departure from the policy of 
Bucky Harris in sanctioning golf for 
the members of the Nationals.

So great is the fear of the Chinese 
of the vengeance of the powerful tongs 
that the police consider themselves 
unusually fortunate in gleaning any 
information whatsoever from _ those 
who were crowded into the small 
building where the gunman’s bullets 
took the first toll of the renewed feud 

“T no see him, I eat,” is a typical 
answer to questions propounded by 
the police. The shootings occurred 
about 6 o’clock as many of the Chinese 
sat down to their evening rice meal. 

Lee Ying Jee, 43 years wld, a laun- 
dryman, of 913 East Capitol street, and 
Lee Sue, 35, also a laundryman, of 125 
Fifteenth street southeast, are the 
dead men. The wounded are Lee Yen 
Deoo, 53, laundryman, 1216 Thirteenth 
street northwest, and Lee F. Ong, 52, 
324 Pennsylvania avenue. Ong is in 
Emergency Hospital, while his fellow 
victim is a patient at Casualty Hos- 
pital. 

Lee Jee, the first to fall before the 
hail of bullets, was identified yesterday 
by Samuel W. Cockrell, superintendent 
of the Sunday School of Mount Vernon 
Place Methodist Episcopal Church, as 
Joe Fook Tung. Tung, since 1914, had 
been a member of the church. “He 
was one of the finest Chinese fellows 
in the school,” Crockrell said. 


Chicago Stations Watched. 


Chicago, Oct. 15 (A.P.).—Chinese 
tong warfare which broke out yester- 
day in five cities was blamed by the 
police tonight for the slaying of two 
Chicago Chinese and the wounding of 
a third.
